is distinctly opposed 
to any 
participation

association 
in political a ffairs. 
But the United 
Mine W’orkers 
apparently can do something which 
individual corporations or groups 
of corporations cannot do—nam e­ 
ly 
contribute 
directly 
to 
a 
po­ 
litical campaign and take part in 
it. 
Under 
the 
present federal 
laws, 
corporations 
cannot 
make 
contributions 
to 
any 
political 
party. 
Labor unions, on the other band, 
are 
not 
Incorporated 
and 
hence 
Mn use their members’ dues for 
political purposes without running 
afoul of the law. 
It is true the 
United Mine Workers, for instance, 
will have to report all its expendi­ 
tures for political purposes, which 
it doubtless will do. 
But the fact 
tha t 
labor 
unions 
can 
do 
that 
which corporations cannot do, pre­ 
sents an interesting angle of un 
unequal 
application 
of 
federal 
k w i. 
Most 
corporation 
executives 
doubtless 
would 
have 
no 
objec­ 
tion to seeing labor unions con­ 
tributing 
to 
political 
campaigns, 
but they on the other hand, might 
want to see the law amended to 
enable the employers of the coun­ 
try to use company funds for the 
sam e purpose, subject to the con­ 
sent <5f the stockholders. 
In some instances, corporations 
have placed the matter of fig ht­ 
ing pending legislation before their 
stockholders and 
have 
been 
a u­ 
thorized to spend funds for public 
education on their particular m a t­ 
ters, 
especially 
when 
legislation 
has seemed to threaten the sa fety 
of the investments. 
This, 
however, . is a different 
matter 
from 
contributing 
to 
a 
political campaign where the m a n­ 
ifest purpose is to elect or de­ 
fea t candidates for public office. 
The 
federal 
sta tutes 
are 
rather 
value a s to 
what 
constitutes a 
political cause, but it would seem 
tha t only funds contributed toward 
the election or defea t of a par­ 
ticular 
candidate, 
or 
group 
of 
candidates, 
for 
federal 
office 
would be within the federal scope. 
Otherwise, a ny contribution by a 
corporation toward the various or­ 
g anizations engaged in supporting

It is difficult to see how th* 
federal laws prohibiting corporate 
contributions 
can

amended, if by the simple device 
of 
avoiding 
incorporation,

groups of individuals may pa rtici­ 
pate virtually as political com m it­ 
tees 
in 
election 
cam paigns 
and 
use 
membership 
dues 
for tha t 
purpose,

stockholders of corporations might 
meet
